Hintorical Sketoh.

The Nebraska department of the
Army of the Republic was organized at
Omaha June 12, 1877. A provislopal de-
partment was eatablished Immedlately after
the cloge of the war, but no report was
made to the natlonal headquarters, and It
wus moon dropped from the rolle. In 1874
another provisional department was organ-
ized, with Colonel J. E. Philpat of Lincoln
as commander. The only authentle record
of this organization is contalned In a his-
tory of the Grand Army published at Wash-
Ington several years ago., Otto Funke of
Lincoln wns appolnted  senlor vice com-
mander; Webster BEaton, Kearney, junior
vice commander, and Lee J. Estelle, Omaha,
asalstant adjutant general. The council of
andministration was comprised of Alexander
Bohlegel, Plattsmoirth; Otto B, Bteln, Omaha:
T. J. Majors, Peru; R, M. Grimes, Kear-
ney, and C. J. Dilworth, Red Cloud, Colonel
Philpot was subsequently relleved at his
own request from the offlce of commander
and Paul Vandervoort, who had In the
same year resigned as assistant adjulant
gensral of the Department of Tllinols and
moved to Omaha, was appointed in hls
stead. This organization continued without
any materia] change untll 1877, The mem-
borship was small, numbering not over 100
soldlers.

State departments of the Grand Army of
the Republle are established |n mueh the
same way ae states are admitted to the
unlon. A provislonal organization |s first
established which, as soon as i meets the
requiroments of the constitution of the na-
tional organization, Is admitted as a state
department. The required membership was
not attalned by the Nebraska department
untll 1877. Paul Vandervoort was then
eleeted commander and a permanent organ-
lzatlon was perfeoted with the following
poata represented: Phll Kearney No. 1,
Kearney, chartered December 1, 1870: Me-
Pherson No. 4, Fremont, chartered Novem-
her 2, 1876; Cusater No, 7, Omaha, char-
tered June B, 1R76; Canby No, 8 St. Paul,
chartered June 12, 1876: Baker No. 9, Colum-
bus, chartered June 14, 1876; Abraham Lin-
ooln, David Clty, chartered June 7, 1877.
The other officers elected were Calmar Me-
Cune, David City, senfor vice commander;
D D. Wadsworth, Columbus, junlor vice
commandesr; Joseph Neville, Omaha, med-
feal director; A. J. Coombe, David Clty,
chaplain; 0. W. Dorsey, Fremont, inspec-
tor: P. Hirst, 8t.

In the Enrly Dnays.

Little Interest was taken In the organiza-
tlon during the first few years of its exlst-
ence, but In 1850 there was a marked in-
ereass In the membership, there belng In
Lhat year thirty-thiree posis, averaging about
thirty-four members each. One pogt bhad
been dropped from the list a year or so after
the department was esiublished and in 15870
there wore only five posts In good standing,
with a total membership of only 108 wvet-
¢runs. In the one year following twenty-
eight posts were established, increasing the
total membership to 1,120, Jiumes W,
Savage, who was then rlc-pgrtmﬂnl com-
mander, was re-clected and the next year
twenty-one additionul posts were charterad,
Inereasing the membership to over 2,000,

This steady advance has continued, but
during the past few yenrs there haa been a
slight decrease In membership, In 1803 and
the yoars [following several posts were
dropped on account of non-payment of dues,
due to the hard times then prevalling in all
gcctlions of the country, Bome of theso posts
haye heen reinstated. In 18956 the depart-
ment numhbered 7.585 membors. At the prea-
ent time there are £70 posts In
moking a total membership of 66,446,
